Globular Lightning 

According to Professor W. M. 
Thornton of Armstrong college, glob¬ 
ular lightning desconds slovly from a 
cloud, generally after a violent clap of 
thunder, in the form of a brilliant blu¬ 
ish ball. It bou-'ds from the earth 
when it touches and then moves a few 
yards horizontally. The:> balls read¬ 
ily follow an electric conductor—a gas 
pipe, for Instance—and burst when 
they touch water or sometimes in the 
open air. TheTjall then dis-ppears in- 
ctantaneoiEiy with a violent explos¬ 
ion, which may do damage and which 
produces a strong smell of ozone. 

Thornton believes with reason that 
globular lightning is made up princi¬ 
pally of . mass of ozone. This hy¬ 
pothesis explains why the color-of the 
ball Is usually bluish, why the lumi¬ 
nous mass descends Blow], through 
the air, ozone being of a density about 
i.7 times that of air, and finally why 
(he instantaneous disappearance of ths 
ball is accompanied by an explosion, 
for the transformation of ozone into 
oxygen liberates a great quantity of 
energy.

Once a wave tumbled aboard, crash¬ 
ed a man against the pump, knocked 
him half senseless; picked up the life¬ 
boat and threw it- against the deck¬ 
house, and in so dofng caught another 
member of the crew, mauling his thigh 
badly In passing. Two cut of the 
seven men forming the crew were thus 
put hors de combat by a single wave. 

The lightship is a British idea, and 
the first ever used was placed in the 
mouth of the Thames In 1713.

Preservative* Prolong Life of Poorest 
* Woods 

As a result of the many inquiries in 
regard to the preeervatlve treatment 
of fence-posts, the Forestry Branch, 
Ottawa, has «<ow Issued circular on 
this subject which can be had by ap¬ 
plying to the Director of Forestry. 
The varlou; methods described of 
treating the posts with the preserva¬ 
tives are all illustrated by diagrams, 
and the apparatus required Is simple 
and costs little. 

The great advantage of these treat¬ 
ments is that they keep even cheap, 
woods free from decay for from ten 
to fifteen years. Many kinds of wood 
found in farmers’ wood lots will last, 
when used as posts, only four years or 
thereabouts, after treatm it , such as 
described, they lao twlco or three 
times, even four times as long. 

Creosote, which costs in Canada, 
from ten to twenty-five cents a gallon, 
Is the be3t preservative. When, boil¬ 
ing-hot creosote is applied liberally 
with a brush—a paint brush or white¬ 
wash brush, for Instance—t- the butts 
of well-seasoned posts from which the 
bark has been removed, it sinks Into 
the wood for a distance of about a 
quarter of an Inch. This should add 
at least ten years to the life of a post 
made from a non durable wood, such 
as poplar, balsam, fir or spruce. This 
Is not the best method, but it is the 
simplest and, on a small scale, pro¬ 
bably the cheapest. Other methods 
require that the posts be kept covered 
In tanks of hot creosote for longer 
or shorter period. 

Besides lengthening the life of the 
post, the preservative treatment also 
tends to reduce the cost of the posts 
in another way, for, as cheap local 
woods can be used, the first cost and 
the cost of transportation a e usually 
much lower than for cedar, oak or 
tamarack. Moreover, as posts will 
need to be set less often, the propor¬ 
tionate cost of Betting the post will 
be less. Taking Into account all the 
i(pms that go to make up the cost of 
the post, and comparing this with 
the number of years it will last, It will 
be found, in the majority of cases, to 
be much less for treated posts.

Insects That Walk on Water 

Insects that walk on the water by 
means of pneumatic floats are the fa¬ 
miliar water and the pond skater spid¬ 
er. Not many people know why they 
can walk on the water. The pond 
skater really walks on pneumatic 
floats. There are tiny hairs on the 
feet of this Insect, so fine that they 
canpot be seen, that are arranged to 
collect air. The amount oollected in 
and about -these hairs js sufficient to 
allow the Insect to float or walk on 
the surface of the water. As each 
foot Is put down tt forms a cuplike de- 
ifresslon or tiny pit in the water. The 
foot does not sink because the air bub¬ 
ble that has been formed Is too light 
to let it A fine covering of hair pro¬ 
tects the water spider, too, and even if 
it is submerged in the water it Is nev¬ 
er really wet. The hair keeps a lay¬ 
er of air between its body and the wa¬ 
ter. It looks like a whlto pearl when 
below the surface. The scientific 
name of this curious insect is the Vel- 
ia currens.

SUICIDE IN VIENNA 


“Tired of Life” a Common Complaint 
/'—In tho Austrian Capital. 

Statistics of the cases of suicide 
whiclk occurred in the course of last 
year th Vienna show that 1,558 per¬ 
sons killed themselves there, aq com¬ 
pared with 1;400 daring the prevlejnc 
year. Tbo Increase was mainly among 
females, 027 of whom took their lives 
as compared with 510 during the pre¬ 
vious year, while the corresponding 
Increase among the males was ouly 
thirty-five. The ages at which persons 
committed suicide varied within wide 
limits, tbe oldest of the victims being 
eighty-eight years of age and the 
youngest only nine years. i 

It Is a curlons fact that tbe bright 
summer months are apparently more 
conducive to suicide than the gloomy 
winter days. Tbus June. July and 
August bead tbe list, while the low¬ 
est number of suicides occurred 1* 
February and December. 

Tbe modes of death most frequently 
selected were banging (C33 cases), 
shooting (233 cases) and polsontng (108 
cases). Two women “burned themselves 
alive. Tbe most frequently assigned 
motives for suicide were 111 health, dis¬ 
appointment in love and want of food. 
In seventeen Instances attempts* at 
suicide were made by children who 
found themselves unable to accomplish 
their class work at school.

The very latest way of selling rail¬ 
road tickets Is for tbe ticket agent 
When a ticket to Pittsburgh or to Cos 
Cob Is requested to simply push a but¬ 
ton and thus set a machine at work 
picking out the type for that ticket 
putting It in place, inking it placing a 
piece of cardboard over tbe type and 
then printing tbe ticket. Tjio machine 
hands out tbe freshly printed ticket in 
less time than it takes the ordinary 
ticket heller to select a printed ticket 
from his racx and stamp tbe date on 
tbe back of it 

! Ticket printing machines appeared a 
few years ago, but It Is only within tbe 
last few months that a machine hns 
been developed whlcb will do all tbo 
work on pressure of a button. Tbo 
advantages of tbe machine to tbe rail¬ 
roads are many, and if experience 
shows they are always reliable and do 
not cost too much for tbelr service 
they will be generally adopted. As it 
is now tickets are checked up almost 
like cash at a vast amount of trouble 
and time. A ticket printing machine Is 
locked, so no one can temper with It. 

| Every time a ticket Is printed a sepa¬ 
rate record is made on a slip for tbe 
agent to keep his accounts and one for 
his superiors, by which bis accounts 
may be checked up—an automatic cash 
register, In other words.—Saturday

Then they could, without 
sweating the workmen, produce goods 
cheaper and make more profit at home, 
and he In a better position to com¬ 
pels In the world's markets. 

More Chance of Work 

There would be continuity of em¬ 
ployment, as the home market would 
be guaranteed and goods could be 
made on the chance of selling In a 
foreign market. 

Now the German manufacturers, as 
they have admitted to me personally, 
make for their home market, and 
when that is (Hied they send the sur¬ 
plus to England. 

Thsy admit “we could not get on 
without the Englisji market.” Again, 
protection would place the'Britisher 
In a position to negotiate good com¬ 
mercial treaties; now he has nothing 
to offer and therefore cannot nego¬ 
tiate. I knew a man who went to 
Norway to try and secure an order. 
He pointed out that England took 
most of Norway’s products. “Yes,” 
said the Norwegian, ’’you take 81 per 
cent, and Germany IB per cent., but' 
If ws do not consider the German 
tender the Germans will put up their 
tariff.” At lunch afterwards the Nor¬ 
wegian said, "What fools you are. If 
your government ’. ad the power to put 
on a tariff, you as our best customers, 
would have to bo considered first.” 

Good Workers Walk Streets 

If we consider the humanitarian 
point of view we find the same thing,

class British workmen walking the 
streets (not asking for alms or 
bread but work), while the Iron work 
for a large station In the district was 
brought from Belgium and the wages 
they desired had been spent there. Old 
not Bismarck In 1878 say "I see our 
own people out of work and goods 
they can make Imported.”

According to Harriet Labadie, 
who has just returned from making 
a stutfy of life in Alaska, there is 
I no “women’s rights” question in 
that remote America, says the New 
York correspondent of the “Stand¬ 
ard,” London. _• < -- 

“Kven the men up there liavn't 
any rights,”'she said. “I don’t 
know who would dream of women’s 
rights. The only woman I met 
with who was interested in any¬ 
thing but bridge parties and the 
first boat back to Seattle was the 
wife of the Congregational minister 
at Douglas, Mr. Edwards from 
Boston. Mrs, Kdwards was from 
Boston too, and that accounted, 
of course, for her desire to do 
something besides play bridge. So 
she formed a little art club of the 
twenty women in the town of 700 
people. It lasted pretty well, toor 
all through the long terrible winter 
—Those twenty, women met and 
studied Copley prints sent out 
from Boston to them. In the 
spring they decided ArKeive a little 
exhibition, and wiffli tlie^proceeds 
buy some pictures! for the-Tcfiooi 
house. 

“They gave a little supper too, 
and charged 25c. admission. Well, 
the people came, of course,—any¬ 
thing is an event in Douglas, but 
no sooner had the supper begun 
than in catne the sheriff and de¬ 
manded a $50 licence fee. Of 
course, the women couldn’t pay 
that, so they had to close their 
little exhibit. That is how much 
public spirit there is in Alaska. 

“The cost or living is terrible in 
all Alaskan towns. I paid 20c for 
an orange, 50c for one egg, $5 for 
a little steak for two, and 25c for a 
baked potato. All the food has to 
be shipped there in the summer 
while the waterways are open. Of 
course the dog sleds would carry it 
in winter, but it would freeze. 
Everything is refrigerated and 
canned. There is not a cow in 
Alaska, and only a few hens each 
summer, which die as soon as 
winter comes.. They cannot live, 
even in heated houses in winter. 
The only fresh food we had was 
tomatoes and lettuce grown in the 
government hot houses. They are 
experimenting in growinfc other 
vegetables, but so far the only food 
stuff raised is wheat. The theory

SYNOPSIS OP CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 

T HE sole head of a family, or any 
ma’.o over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba. Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands (not sub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable bouse is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi¬ 
dence in each of siz years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re¬ 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
50 acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price, 
13 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of tlfree years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth 1300.
